College Spirit 



In looking over some volumes of the "Annual" llic other day, I 
happened upon a cartoon showing a well-known boltle bearing this 
time the label "Genuine Old College Spirit." This leads one to 
ask in just what true college spirit consists. Surely not rowdyism, 
oitentatious dissipation, loud clothes and conspicuous behaviour, or, 
in general, in an attitude which shows we think there is one law 
for the citizen and quite another for tlu- student. Two or tluec 
years ago the Sports Day parade was the bi'g event for the Tram- 
ways Company, the police, and all the fruit dealers bet\yeen McGill 
and Wcstmount; no bulletin boards were ever in place after a vic- 
tory on the Campus, Theatre Night was pandemonium, while 
within University precincts what surplus energy had not been dis- 
sipated by the hill rush was worked off in interclass or interfacully 
battles-royal, with the consequent waste of caution-money. The 
writer even remembers seeing a very dignified though rather deaf 
ex-cabinet minister ingloriously deposited in a snow bank and his 
chariot committed to the flames during an attack on what was con- 
sidered an unjustifiable attempt to buy the students for a political 
demonstration. Old students, especially whenever they find a 
Freshman in company, arc particularly fond of recounting, with 
suitable adornment, tales of the brave days of old, but there is not 
one of them who is not all the while glad that these customs have 
departed. Such manifestations of so-called College spirit have 
been out of fashion for two or three years now, no one misses them, 
nor do these mediaeval relics showsigns of returning. 

What then, is "Genuine old College spirit?" The aim of educa- 
tion, we are told, is efficiency, and to the College man this means 
more than mere ability to "make one's way in the world," it means 
efficiency to the nation at large. The Universities only rank among 
the foremost of national assets in so far only as they turn out an- 
nually a body of men trained to rule themselves, able to appreciate 
all points of view and take a widcand unprejudiced altitude to a 
question, men willing and able to work in the country's service. If 
a man realizes these ideals and lives up to them while at college he 
will have the true College spirit. His relations with the University 
will be right, for it is the training ground for future life in this glori- 
ous young country; his work, too, will have a meaning it would not 
othervsrise have. The bond with Alma Mater is not severed upon 
graduation, il remains a tie of love and gratitude to the nursery of 
unselfish ideals. If during student days he will allow nothing de- 
rogatory to his College's honour to go unchallenged, no more will 
the graduate suffer the call for aid to go unanswered, and the Al- 
umni will remain staunch and united supporters of their University 
wherever they may be. This, then, seems to be the true College 
ipirit — reverence for the College and loyal su[)port in all her activi- 
ties by the students; and by all graduates, true patriotism to the 
country in whose interests she exists, coupled with a warm spirit of 
affection and esteem for the most potent influence upon their lives, 
their Alma Mater.

WRITING LETTERS 
TO WAR PRISONERS 



t:ol. W. U. Gordon, of the Gordon 
Highlandors. writing from Torcaii, 
Cierniany. to the press, .says that in 
order to insure the certain (Iclivcry of 
lotlers, postcards and parcels address- 
ed to Kritlsli prisoners of war In Ger- 
ninn.v, it is absolutely essential that 
the' following conditions should be ful- 
filled:— 

I. The full address should be inva- 
riably written in block capitals. 

1'. All communications shoulil as 
near ns possible be written in copper 
plate. 

a. All communications should be 
brief and not occupy more than the 
front page of a sheet of urdinary 
nolcpapnr, 

4. The corners of the noiepapor 
should not be used to -write "after 
thoughts" on. 

.'i. Oil no account should the writ- 
ing; be crossed. • 

6. Noarnsl relatives are inviioil to 
exercise self-denial by confinini; tlieir 
comninnlcatitins to any one prisoner 
of war to not mure ihan two per 
week. 

". And above all no inforniation 
about the war should be either open- 
ly or by some secret moans Included I the 
in any communicalion. I the 

Unless tho above conditions rae 
strieily fulfilled, I'olonel (ionloii ithi- 
tiiuies, Ihe |ii-ivlle>;e of receivintc eur- 
respondence may be withdrawn by the 
German aulhoritlefi. All leiiors, post- 
cards and parcels Intoiidod for prison- 
ers of war located at Torgan should, 
he says, be addressed direct to Tor- 
gau, and not through Kerlln or any 
other plaei.. 

The colonel concludes his letter by 
emphasizing the fact that the use of 
Invisible Ink will only cause the with- 
drawal of the privilege of roeoivlng 
eurrespondonce from lOiiglanil, ;iiiil he 
urges all friends al home lo refrain 
from using this secret means of coiri- 
inunlcallon.
